MAPHIL---Hybrid of the late Mabel Walker. Chartreuse green leaves, brown spider 
web veinings. White flowers,

EPIPSILA---Fibrous. Thick, glossy leaves, dark green, red underneath. White 
flowers. Full drooping plant. Best grown in hanging pot. 

MACROCARPA=~-Fibrous. Long, narrow, dark green leaves, slightly hairy, deep rose 
underside, White flowers, Graceful drooping plant. 

SUNDER BRUCKI. VARIETY---Rhizomatous. "Turkey Foot Begonia.” Leaves deeply serrated, 
long finger-like, Green and bronzy blendings. White to pink flowers. 

NIGRICANS VARIETY---"Turkey Foot Begonia.” Similar to above except for color of 
leaves, Bronze intermingled with bright green. White to pink flowers, 

FISHER'S RICINIFOLIA VARIETY---Rhizomatous, Shining, bright green leaves, slightly 
lobed. Pale pink flowers, 

DRURYI---Fibrous, Providing plant is given no sun or strong light the leaves are 
almost black, red underside, White flowers. 

THURSTONI---Fibrous. Shining green leaves, red underneath. Pinkish white flowers, 

CREDNERI---Fibrous. "Hairy Thurstoni." Leaves green, red underneath. White flowers. 

METALLICA---Fibrous, Shining green leaves with a metallic luster. White flowers 
with red hairs. 

DICHATOMA---Fibrous. Rough, green leaves. White flowers. 

PRUNIFOLIA---Fibrous. Leaf, thick, very hairy, deep green, plum-red underneath. 
Do not give too much strong light. White flowers. 

MRS. FRED SCRIPPS=---Fibrous. Green leaves, slightly lobed, rough and slightly 
hairy. White flowers. 

JOE HAYDEN---Rhizomatous. Star type. Leaves slightly serrated, with no strong 
light they are a deep, red=-black. Deep rose-pink flowers. 

COMPTA---Fibrous. Long, narrow leaves, silver-gray-green, striped silver. White 
flowers. 

SCHARFFI---Fibrous. Hairy green leaves, red underside. Flowers are large, white 
with red hairs. Heavy bloomer, blooming about 8 mos. of the year. 

DWARF HOUGHTONI---Fibrous. Similar to above but it is a low droopy grower. 

DARK MAZAB---Fibrous, Dark Stitch Leaf Begonia. Bronzy-green leaves, dark vein- 
ings and blanket stitching around the edge of leaves. Trailing habit. 

LOMA ALTA+--Fibrous. Thick, felt-like leaves, deep green, red underside. Leaves 
attain a large size. White flowers, 

NELLY BLY---Fibrous. Small deep green leaves, red underside, White flowers, red 
hairs. 

LUWALTER---Fibrous. Green leaves, red underside. White to pink flowers, Trailing 
plant. 

MRS, W. A. WALLOW---Fibrous, Green leaves, red underneath, White to pink flowers.
